Colonel Caamano, 40, was killed 
by troops on Friday as he fought 
at the head of a group of Cuban- 
trained guerrillas who landed in the 
Dominican Republic a fortnight ago, 
according to an armed forces an- 
nouncement here. 

Ee became a hero to the left — 
and was sometimes dubbed the 
“second Che Guevara” — following 
a 3965 uprising he led in an effort 
to restore left wing President Juan 
Bosch to power in this country 
which shares the Caribbean island 
of Hispaniola with Haiti. Mr. Bosch 
had been ousted by right wing 
officers 18 months previorsly. 


Caamano’s rebellion failed when 
President Johnson ordered 50,000 
Marines into the Republic, claiming 
there was danger of a Communist 
takeover. Colonel Caamano later 
went to Cuba.

But 
two local journalists who were al- 
lowed to see the body before it was 
buried near the scene of the clash 
said they had no doubt it was that 
of Colonel Caamano.

Alfredo Bonazzt, Ivaly's prison 
poet, was set free on Saturday after 
serving half of the 24-year sentence 
he received in 1660 for slaying a 
Mulan toboeconist during 2 hold-up 
attempt. 

Bonazzi, 44, whe taught himself to 
read end write during his early pri- 
son years and later wen literary ac- 
colades for his poems on justics and 


life, walked from the grey prison 
gates Into the arms of his father, 
Giovannt.

MCOR, one of the country's oldest 
-~ privately owned industriel con- 
cerns, this year celebrates its 25th 
Raoniversary. The firm has achieved 
considerable suceess “the hard way” 
— without approved enterprise sta- 
tux, without seeking tax breaks or 
cheap loans from the government — 
py ploughing profits back inta the 
business, 

Ameor ownership Is divided, like 
Caesar's Gaul, intothree parts. One~ 
third belongs to a group of Israeli 
families — Sernstein, Ellman, Gerst- 
ner, Grodecki and Salomon; ‘ one- 
third belongs to Ha’Argaz (which 
itself belongs half to the Histadrut, 
heli to the. cooperative which runs 
the factory); one-third belongs to 
the heirs and successors of the late 
ak Shalom in the U.S. These 
ie ezns are a “sleeping partner,” 
and voting shares are divided equal- 
ty between the private Israeli owners 
and Ha argaz. 

The private owners, grouped in 
Ampa, originally were agents for 
Phico in Palestine. In 1948, they 
joined up with Ha'Argaz (which 
used to make packing-cases for 
citrus, now makes bus bodies), and 
bul : plant for the assembly of 
refrigerators from imported parts. 
Xow the complex consists of eight 
factories with 2 turnover of IL120m., 
and an expected IL170m. next year, 
(the increase is close τῷ 30 per cent 
at constant pricesi. Exports come 


to $1.753m., and an expected $3m. 
next . Employed are 1,530 
workers, not including 500 or sy 


on the marketing side, 

None of these factories is an ap- 
proved enterprise, because they did 
not comply with the two conditions 
laid down: location in a development 
area, and a commitment to export. 
They are designed primarily ta serve 
the local market, and exports come 
as opportunities offer. Most of the 
plants are situated in Greater Tel 
Aviv, with one in Jerusalem (Red- 
mond-Amecor!. Only one plant is in 
a development area proper — Am- 
nur, in Beit Shemesh —- and even 
that has no special status. The only 
Ameor plant to become a “recogniz- 
ed enterprise" (which is less than 
“approved") is Amcoram, in Holon, 
which makes precision products for 
the aircraft industry. 

VARIED LINE 

Any Israeli family who deign to 
buy Israeli products can get most 
of their household durables from 
this combine. They can acquire 
their fridge and air-conditioner from 
Amcor, their radio and TV set from 
Amron, their mixer, vacuum-cleaner, 
electric iron and hair-curlers from 
Pleese, their washing-machine, cook- 
ing-stove and deep-freezer from Am- 
nur, their water-boller and electric 
heater from Amatz 

The company has ‘deepened pro- 
duction over the years. Today it 
‘makes all refrigerator components 
except the compressor. Redmond- 
Ameor manufactures small electric 
motors for the washing-machine, the 
alr-conditioner~ and the vacuum- 
cleaner. Amatz does enamelling. Url 
Bernstein, assistant director-general 
(son of the managing director, Na- 
hum Bernstein), reminded The Post 
that the problem in Israel used to 
be leaking boilers. “We now make 
them from enamel, with an eight- 
year warranty. We could extend the 
Zuarantee to 15 years without much 
risk,” he boasts. 

How is all this development fin- 
anced? Paid-up capital comes to 
IL28,7m. “Apart from a loan from 
the Industrial Development Bank 
which supplied one-third of the ca- 
pital for Amcoram, our investment 
derives from the company itself, 
supplemented by bank loans on coni- 
mercial terms," Uri Bernstein said. 

The company supplies investment 
by ploughing profits back into the 
enterprise. A glance at Amcor’s 
financial history shows that distri- 
buted profits totalled ILiL&m. over 
the last 16 years, or an average of 
1740.00 per annum. Sales averaged 
IL40m., so dividends came to less 
than two per cent of turnover. 

Dividends were not always paid 
out straightaway — the factories 
are thirsty for money. “We still owe 
dividends ta the shareholders," says 
Mr. Bernstein. Not being a public 
company, it can lean on the owners, 
who are mostly interested in capital 


growth. So Amcor can scarcely be

WASHINGTON (AP). — 
RESIDENT Richard Nixon has barely started 
iis second term in the White House but a 
number of political leaders already are jockey-~ 
ing for position to succeed him in 1977. 

Vice-President Spiro Agnew is looked upon 
as a certain contender for the Republican presi-~ 
dential nomination four years from now. A 
number of conservative Republicans are plan- 
ning to support him. 

Supporters of former Secretary of the Trea- 
sury John Connally, currently a member of the 
opposition Democratic Party, are actively pro-~ 
moting the idea that he will switch to the 
Republican Party and bid for its presidentia) 
nomunation, with Mr. Nixon’s support. 

U.S. Senator Charles Percy of Llinois, former 
Secretary of Defence Melvin Laird of Wisconsin, 
Gov. Nelson Rockefeller of New York, and Gov, 
Ronald Reagan of California likewise are looked 
upon as active contenders for the presidential 
nomination in 1976. 

Mr. Nixon himself has fed the bubbling caul- 
@ron of speculation over who might succeed 
him. Newspapers across the nation blossomed 
with reports that Mr. Nixon had told 2 recent 
White House visitor that he belleves Connally, 
rather than Agnew, will be the Republican 
Party's next presidential candidate. Another 
published version was that Mr. Nixon said Mr. 
Connally would make an excellent Republican 
presidential candidate and that he indicated his 
preference for Mr. Connally over Mr. Agnew. 

Mr. Nixon played coy with these published 
reports. At a White House news conference, he 
side-stepped a direct reply ‘to a question on 
whatt precisely he had sald about Mr. Connally. 
But he did nothing to dampen the speculation 
that Mr, Connally is the man he considers the 
best qualtfied to succeed him in 1977. 

Mr. Nixon did say: “I would be out of my 
mind if I were to be endorsing anybody for the 
presidency at the present time.” 


Misinterpretation? 

To many Washington political observers, the 
theory ithat makes the most sense in all this 
is that Mr. Nixon had some iaudatory words 
for Mr. Connally which were misinterpreted by 
the vistting official as an endorsement. _ 

Mr, Connally promptly announced that he is 
thinking about joining the Republican Party. 
He added that he has no present plans to run 
for any public office, and that he does not be- 
lleve the President privately endorsed him to be 
the Republican presidential nominee in 1976, 
as many American newspapers had reported 
recemtly.

Supporters of Gov. Reagan, who is also 64, 
are gaid to plat to propel him into the 1976 
presidential sweepstakes.
